ideas far removed from those of 
the Communist party 

What makes this Daily Mirror 
story so exciting is the air of mys- 
tery. which surrounds the whole 
business and the exaggerated re- 
ticence of its shareholders he 
late Lord Rothermere was a fi- 
nancial wizard. He erected a new 
paper empire of such r 
dinary wizardry that, apart from 
the considerable fortune which he 
left to his son, he also left a leg- 
acy to Fleet Street the legacy 
of the perpetually unanswered 
conundrum, “Who owns what?” 
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In 1939, Lord Camrose whose 
family completely owned the 
Daily Telegraph) published a 
pamphlet entitled “London News- 
papers heir Owners and Con- 
trollers.” In this, he disclosed what 
was, up to that time the most 


reliable available information about 
Rothermere 


the strveture of the 
newspapers 

The financial empire which the 
late Lord Rothermere bequeathed 
to his son was organized in a way 
which made it virtually impossible 
for the public to understand the 
fashion n which these papers 
were effective owned and con- 
rolled. Whether this was done with 

me purpose or was an accident 
must remain a matter cf surmise 
But since then, the position has 
become far more complicated 

As far as can be discovered, The 
Dail, Mirror owns a block of 
shares which give it effective con- 
trol over the Daily Mail Trust 
which in turn owns effective con- 
trol of The Daily Mail, The Even- 
ing News and The Sunday Dis- 
patch. Lord Rothermere is chair 
man of the Daily Mail Trust, and 
no one disputes the fact that he 
is the man who hires or fires the 
editors of these three papets 
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But who owns The Daily Mir- 
ror? That is what ev r: one wants 
to know. It used to be said 10 one 
man held more than two per cent 
of the shares in the Daily Mirror. 
But any one who takes the trouble 
to go down to Somerset House and 
look through the register of shares 
will find large blocks held in the 
names of nominees of various 
banks. And the banks, very na- 
turally, are not prepared to dis- 
close to journalists, or indeed to 
any member of the general pub- 
lic, who actually owns these 
shares 

Now, as a result of all this sec- 
recy, the most extraordinary ru- 
mors are buzzing around Fleet 
Street. Some people go so far as 
to say that Lord Rothermere own- 
ed effective potential control of 
The Daily Mirror at the time of 
the general election, and that, if 
he wished, he could have swung 
The Daily Mirror into line with 
The Daily Mail in support of the 
Churchill government. Lord Ro- 
thermere denies this. When I tele- 


phoned him he admitted he had

for a long time owned shares in 
The Daily Mirror, but he told me 


he did not know whether he was in 


fact the largest single shareholder. 
And in reply to another question, 
he added that his holdings were 
‘nowhere near 20 percent of the 
total.” 


The piot obviously thickens, and 
full details will probably never be 
known unless Herbert Morrison 
perseveres in his plan of setting 
up a royal commission to inquire 
into the whole workings of the 
British press.
